!• The school raising the largest amount, compared to the number enroll- 
ed, shall be the Banner School. 

2. The preacher in charge shall furnish to the Treasurer of the Conference 
Board of Missions, the name of the school, the amount of money raised and 
the number of pupils enrolled. 

4 .U amount raised by the schools must be separate and distinct from 

that raised by the Churches, and shall not be depended upon in raising the 
assessments made to the latter. 

. ^ The Sunday Schools contributing to Missions shall be announced at the 
Anniversary meeting of the Conference Missionary Society, and the an- 
nouncement shall there be made of the Banner School for the year. 

The above was adopted at the Anniversary meeting, held during Confer- 
ence session at Ocala, December 18th, 1880.
